‘Th 
doctor, a total stranger, just arrived in London, had mets 
Mrs. Deane leaving the College, and’ at his urgent request, 4 
with no idea as to his identity, had given him a sitting. E

& well-known Glasgow man, who knew nothing of Spiri 
alism.
